LONDON,  Nov.  15.  —  The 
rio.sr  of  the  Imperial  ("  >n 
ference  is  marked  by  an 
acrimonious  controversy  between 
Sir  Taj  I^ahadur  S^pni,  the  chief 
Indian  delegate,  and  Premijer 
Smuts,  of  the  South  African 
Union.  Whni  interviewetl  by 
Reuters  on  the  eve  of  his  de- 
parture for  India,  Sir  Taj  com- 
mented on  his  failure  to  rcacli 
an  understanding  witli  Trcmier 
Smuts   on    the    subject    of  the 

alatua  of  Indians  In  South  Africa,  und 
declared  that  Smuta  had  heaped 
Inault  on  the  Oovernment  of  India 
and  by  his  «»*>t.wt^  ^  .^\m^  ^ 
harmed '  tha  mnplra  off  wMni  ha 
poaad  as  a  champion. 

In  an  Interview  tonlRht,  Premier 
Rinui.o  '-iiiressed  .lurprlae  and  regret 
at  .Saprij'.i  nttack,  which,  he  feared, 
would  do  the  cniiae  of  India  a  great 
disservice.  He  added  that  a  difficult 
cause  was  anilkely  to  ba  mada  saalAr 
by  vshsmsnt  attaefca  on  tha  rapra- 
aantatlvos  of  ethar  nations.  Tha 
Dominions  wsre  repreaented  at  tha 
Imperial  Conference  by  premiers  who 
were  vented  with  full  reaponslbllity 
Sir  Taj.  who  wa«  not  even  an  ordinary 
memher  of  the  (iovernment  of  India, 
had  departed  from  the  etiquette 
which  all  other  repreaentatlvea  of  the 

oaafarancas  had  obasrvsd  toward 
saeh  other.
